William  V.  Hagen,  a  chemist  at  Troy,  N. 
Y.,  claims  to  have  invented  a  stove  which 
by  using  some  few  gallons  of  water  per  day 
will  reduce  the  consumption  of  coal  one  hall, 
and  render  the  atmosphere  of  the  heated 
rooms  much  pleasanter  and  healthier.  The 
water  is  placed  in  a  boiler  on  the  top  of  the 
stove,  and  is  conveyed  through  a  pipe  on 
the  inner  surface  of  the  stove,  but  avoiding 
direct  contact  with  the  coal  or  other  fuel,  till 
it  is  emitted,  in  the  from  of  superheated 
steam,  at  the  bottom  of  the  fire,  where  it  is 
decomposed  by  the  contact  into  hydrogen 
and  carbonic  acid  gas,  which  instantly  com- 
bine afresh,  producing  carbonic  oxide,  wnich 
undergoe*  a  still  further  combination  or 
combustion  on  being  presented  to  the  air, 
with  a  large  dfvelopmcnt  of  caloric  or  heat 
at  each  successive  stage  or  combination.  In 
other  wordH,  instead  of  allowing  half  the 
carbon  to  escape  in  the  form  of  carbonic 
acid,  he  consumes  it  entirely,  leaving  noth- 
ing to  escape  as  smoke  but  water,  and  per 
haps  ft  little  ammonia.  A  company  has  been 
formed  in  New  York  with  a  capital  of  $500. 
000  for  getting  the  invention  into  use. 

Very  Married  PnorLE. — It  is  usually  con 
sidered  a  noteworthy  circumstance  for  a 
man  or  woman  to  have  been  married  three 
times;  but  of  old,  the  Prenological  Journal 
says,  this  number  would  have  been  thought 
little  of.  St.  Jerome  mentions  a  widow  that 
married  her  twenty-second,  husband,  who  in 
his  turn  had  been  married  to  twenty  two 
wives — surely  an  experienced  couplet  A 
woman  named  Elizabeth  Masi,  who  died  at 
Florence,  1768,  had  been  married  lo  seven 
husbands,  all  of  whom  she  outlived.  She 
married  the  last  of  the  seven  at  the  age  ol 
70.  When  on  her  death-bed  she  recalled 
the  good  and  bad  points  in  each  of  her  hus- 
bands, and  having  impartially  weighed 
them  in  the  balance,  she  singled  out  her 
ttftb  spouse  as  the  favorite,  and  desired  that 
her  remains  might  be  interred  near  his.

three  to  four-score.  A  gentleman  died  at 
Bordeaux  in  1772  who  had  been  married  10 
times  In  July,  1708,  a  couple  were  living 
in  Essex  who  had  been  married  81  years,  the 
husband  being  107  and  the  wife  103  yearsof 
age.  At  the  church  of  St.  Clem  ent  Danes, 
in  1772,  a  woman  of  S5  was  married  lo  her 
sixth  husband.

but  with  legs  that  are  fleshless  spindles,  pro 
ducing  a  gait  that  is  almost  awkward  and 
unmanly. 

The  brothers  of  these  men  who  are  other- 
wise employed,  are  not  so  misshapen.  What 
a  pity  that,  for  the  trifle  saved,  fair  nature 
should  be  thus  deformed!  An  example  of 
this  kind  is  seen  in  Paris.

EtUtOT  of  the  Commonwealth: 

Upon  reading  the  last  number  of  your 
Weekly,  I  have  been  regaled  and  invigora- 
ted. There  is  a  spirit  of  loyally  running  all 
through  your  paper  which  is  truly  refresh 
ing.  Its  course  meets  the  views  of  all  our 
loyal  citizens  exactly.  It  makes  no  differ 
ence  what  course  the  Louisville  Journal,  or 
any  official  functionaries,  may  pursue  in 
svmpathv  with  that  paper:  the  loyal  people 
are  against  them;  and  if  they  wish  to  go 
into  any  thing  like  rebellion,  the  people  will 
countenance  any  means  and  measures  that 
mav  be  necessary  to  put  them  down.  Of 
this  you  may  rest  assured,  so  far  as  the 
loyal  people  of  Pendleton  are  concerned- 
However  much  they  may  be  opposed  lo 
some  things  which  have  been  done,  they  see 
no  safety  any  where,  but  in  sustaining  the 
(iovernment.  They  are  strongly  impressed 
with  the  idea,  that  the  negro  is  no  better 
than  the  white  man  :  and  they  intend  to  act 
accordingly.

Gen.  Jackson  aud  Negro  Soldiers. 
As  there  appears  to  be  an  unnecessary 
sensitiveness  on  the  subject  of  negro  sol- 
diers, it  may  be  as  well  to  refer  to  antece- 
dents. We  need  not  go  back  to  the  War  of 
Independence;  ncr  recite  thelawsof  Virgin- 
ia and  other  States,  applauding  and  giving 
freedowi  to  negro  soldiers  for  their  gallantry 
in  that  war.  We  shall,  at  this  time,  only 
refer  to  Gen.  Jackson's  enrolling,  and  organ- 
izing, and  using  regiments  and  battalions  of 
them,  at  Mobile  and  Xew  Orleans. — See 
Par-ton's  Life  of  Jackson;  vol.  1,  page  614 
It  will  be  observed,  that.  Gen.  Jackson, 
adopted  identically  the  same  course  that  the 
Government  is  now  doing, — placing  the  ne- 
groes by  themselves,  with  good  white  com- 
missioned officers  over  them.  It  will  also 
be  observed,  that  they  were  placed  upon  the 
same  looting,  as  regards  pays,  clothing,  and 
bounty,  as  the  white  soldiers  : 

HEADljl'ARTKBS  7TH  MlMTABY  DtSTBIOT, 

Mobile.  September  21,  1814 

To  the  Free  Colored  Inhabitant*  of  Louisiana. : 

Through  a  mistaken  policy  you  have  here- 
tofore been  deprived  of  a  participation  in 
the  glorious  struggle  for  national  rights  in 
which  our  country  if  engaged.  This  no 
longer  shall  exist. 

As  sons  cf  freedom  you  are  now  called 
iipon  to  defend  our  most  estimable  blessing. 
As  Americans  your  country  looks  with  con- 
fidence to  her  adopted  children  for  a  valor- 
ous support  as  a  faithful  return  for  the  ad- 
vantages enjoyed  under  her  mild  and  equit- 
able Government.  As  fathers,  husbands  aud 
brothers,  you  are  summoned  to  rally  around 
the  standard  of  the  eagle  to  defend  all  that 
is  dear  in  existence. 

Your  country,  although  culling  lor  your 
exertions,  does  not  wish  you  to  engage  in 
her  cause  without  amply  remunerating  you 
for  the  services  rendered.  Your  intelligent 
minds  are  not  to  be  led  away  by  false  repre 
senlalions;  your  love  of  honor  would  cause 
you  to  despise  the  man  who  should  attempt 
to  deceive  you  In  the  sincerity  ol  a  sol- 
dier and  the  languageol  truth  1  address  you 

To  every  noble-hearted  generous  freeman 
of  color  volunteering  to  serve  during  the 
present  contest  with  Great  Britain,  ami  no 
longer,  there  will  be  paid  the  same  bounty 
in  money  and  lands  now  received  by  white 
soldiers  of  ih«  United  States  The  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates  will  also 
he  entitled  to  the  same  monthly  pay  anil 
daily  rations  and  clothes  furnished  to  any 
American  soldier 

On  enrolling  yourselves  iu  companies,  the 
Major  General  commanding  will  select  off! 
CMS  for  your  government  from  your  white 
fellow-citizens.  Your  non-commissioned  offi 
cers  will  be  appointed  from  among  your- 
selves. 

Due  regard  will  be  paid  to  the  feelings  of 
freemen  and  soldiers.  You  will  not,  by  be 
ing  associated  with  white  men  in  the  same 
corps,  be  exposed  lo  improper  comparisons 
or  unjust  sarcasm.  As  a  distinct,  independ- 
ent battalion  or  regiment  pursuing  the  path 
of  glory,  you  will,  undivided,  receive  the 
applause  and  gratitude  of  your  countrymen. 

To  assure  you  of  the  sincerity  of  mv  iu- 
lentions  and  my  anxiety  to  engage  vour  in- 
valuable services  to  our  country.  I  have 
communicated  my  wishes  to  the  Governor 
of  Louisiana,  who  is  fully  informed  as  to 
the  manner  of  enrollment,  and  w  ill  give  yon 
every  necessary  information  on  the  subject 
ol  this  address.  Andrew  Jackson. 

Subsequently— on  December  18,  1814, — 
the  General  issued,  in  a  public  order  the  fol- 
lowing— See  Xiles's  Register.  January  28, 
1815;  page  316:— 

To  the.  Men  of  Color. — Soldiers — From  the 
shores  of  Mobile  I  collected  you  to  arms — I 
invited  you  to  share  in  the  perils  and  to  di- 
vide the  glory  of  your  white  countrymen 
I  expected  much  from  yon,  for  1  was  not  un- 
informed of  those  qualities  which  must  rcn 
der  you  so  formidaole  to  an  invading  foe — I 
knew  that  you  could  endure  hunger  and 
thirst,  and  all  the  hardships  of  war — I  knew 
that  you  loved  the  land  of  your  nativity, 
and  that,  like  ourselves,  you  had  to  defend 
all  that  is  most  dear  to  man — but  you  sur- 
pass my  hopes.  I  have  found  in  you,  uni- 
ted to  those  qualities,  that  noble  enthusiasm 
which  impels  to  great  deeds. 

Soldiers— The  President  ol  the  United 
States  shall  be  informed  of  your  conduct  on 
the  present  occasion,  and  the  voice  of  the 
representatives  of  the  American  nation  shall 
applaud  your  valor,  as  your  General  now 
praises  your  ardor.  The  enemy  is  near 
his  "sails  cover  the  lakes;"  but  the  bravo 
,are  united ;  and  if  he  finds  us  contending 
among  ourselves,  it  will  be  for  the  prize  ol 
valor  and  fame,  its  noblest  reward.

<'ritu-udcn<.HcCook  Conn  ol  inquiry. 

A  telegram  from  Washington  states  that 
the  findings  of  the  Court  of  Inquiry  into  the 
alleged  bad  conduct  of  Oena.  Crittbnden, 
McCook,  and  N'roi.bt,  are  in  substance  as 
follows : — 

The  Court  finds  Gen.  Crittenden  free  from 
all  blame,  as  to  bis  conduct  in  the  battle: 
and  justifies  his  going  into  Chattanooga,  on 
the  grounds,  that  all  his  command  had  been 
tran9fcrredjt0  other  Generals,  in  the  course 
of  the  action;  and,  that,  consequently,  he 
did  nothing  but  his  duty,  in  reporting  to  Gen. 
Roseerans  in  person. 

The  Court  finds  Gen.  McCook  did  his  whole 
duty  in  the  battle  of  Cbickamauga  proper; 
but  committed  a  mistake,  arising  not  from 
considerations  of  personal  safety,  but  from 
an  error  of  judgment  bv  going  into  Chatta- 
nooga. 

Gen.  Negley  is  also  held  free  from  blame. 

Both  Generals,  McCook  and  Crittenden, 
have  been  ordered  to  report  for  duty  to  the 
Adjutant  General,  and  expect  to  be  assigned 
to  command  immediately. 


War  News  aud  Army  Items. 

Two  Hundred  Thocsasd  More' — On  the 
14th  March,  President  Lincoln  issued  the 
following  proclamation,  (jailing  for  two  hun- 
dred thousand  more  soldiers  : — 

In  order  to  supply  the  force  required  to  be 
drafted  for  the  navy,  and  to  provide  an  ade 
quatc  reserve  force  for  all  contingencies,  in 
addition  to  the  500,0<X)  men  called  for  Feb. 
1,  1864.  the  call  is  hereby  made  and  a  draft 
ordered  for  200,000  men  for  the  military  ser- 
vice of  the  army,  navy  and  marine  corps  of 
the  United  States.  The  proportional  quotas 
for  thedilferent  wards,  towns,  townships,  pre- 
cincts or  election  districts  of  counties,  will 
be  made  known  through  the  Provost  Mar- 
shal General's  Bureau,  and  an  account  will 
be  taken  of  the  credit"  and  deficiencies  of 
former  quotas. 

The  15th  day  of  April,  1864,  is  designated 
as  the  time  up  to  which  the  numbers  requir- 
ed from  each  ward  of  a  city,  town,  Ac,  may 
be  raised  by  volunteering,  enlistment,  and 
drafts,  will  be  made  in  each  ward  ot  a  city, 
town,  «£c  ,  which  shall  not  have  filled  the 
quota  assigned  to  it  within  the  time  designat- 
ed for  the  number  required  to  fill  quotas. 
The  drafts  will  be  commenced  as  soon  after 
the  15th  of  April  as  practicable.  The  Gov- 
ernment bounties  as  now  paid  continue  until 
Vpril  1st,  1S64,  at  which  time  the  additional 
bounties  cease.  On  and  after  that  date  $100 
bounty  only  will  be  paid,  as  provided  by  acts 
approved  July  22d,  1861. 

AuninAM  Lincolx. 

March  16. — A  small  detachment  of  Col. 
Stokes's  Filth  Tennessee  Cavalry  were  recent- 
ly attacked,  not  far  from  Sparta,  Tennessee, 
by  a  rebel  force,  three  times  there  number, 
under  Hughes.|Ferguson,  Hamilton,  Arc,  and 
a  smart  little  fight  took  place  The  Union 
lost  was  seven  killed,  anil  fourteen  taken 
prisoners.  Ferguson  took  tbe  prisoners, 
most  of  whom  were  wounded,  about  two  miles 
from  the  battle  ground,  and  made  his  men 
murder,  them  all  I 

On  the  10th  March  rebel  guerrillas  made 
another  raid  into  Mayfield,  Ky.,  robbing 
stores,  &c,  and  severely  wounding  a  citizen. 
About  two  weeks  previously  they  had  made 
a  raid,  murdering  Mr.  Happy  Thero  is  no 
loubt  that  these  guerrillas  arc  citizens  of 
the  vicinity 

Captains  Ftyntl  and  Sawyer,  who  at  one 
time  were  ordered  by  the  rebel  authorities 
to  be  executed,  in  retaliation  for  the  execu- 
tion of  the  two  spies  by  Gen.  Eurnside,  ar- 
rived at  Fortress  Monroe,  on  15th  March. 

The  rebels  deceived  the  Indians  in  Xorth 
Carolina,  and  induced  them  to  join  their 
ranks,  under  the  belief  they  were  fighting 
for  the  United  States  Government.  Finding 
out  the  deception  they  applied  for,  and  have 
received  pardon.  The  rebel  authorities  are 
now  arresting  them,  ami  placing  them  in 
prison. 

Gen.  Kilpatrick  went  on  another  expedi- 
tion, last  week,  which  resulted  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Court  House  of  King  and  Queen 
county,  where  Col.  Dahlgren  was  ambushed 
and  killed,  and  the  defeat  ot  the  Fifth  and 
Ninth  Virginia  rebel  cavalry,  among  the  kill 
e  l  was  a  notorious  guerrilla,  Bob.  Cotton 
Kilpatrick's  casualties  consisted  in  some  half 
doten  wounded. 

The  rebels  are  supposed  to  be  in  force  at 
Bull's  Gap,  East  Tennessee  On  the  14th 
there  was  some  slight  skirmishing  beyond 
Morristown  Longstrtet  himself  ra  in  Rich 
mond.  and  his  forces  are  under  command  of 
Buckner.  It  is  stated  that  they  number 
from  25.000  to  ,'10,000,  and  that  they  are  at 
and  around  Greenville. 

All  is  quiet  at  Chattanooga 
Joe  Johnson  is  fortifying  Tunnel  Hill. 
His  torcc  is  estimated  at  35,000  to  40,000, 
and  he  is  constantly  receiving  reinforce 
mcnts.  The  Georgia  State  Militia  are  being 
concentrated  at  Dalton.  Wheeler  and 
Morgan's  cnvalrv  forces  amount  to  5.000  to 
6,000. 

March  17.— Col.  S.  D.  Bruce  has  been  re 
instated,  as  Post  Commandantat  Louisville 
from  which  he  was  relieved  a  few  dayssince. 

From  the  infamous  conduct  of  the  rebels, 
the  exchange  ot  prisoners  has  been  stopped

tien.  Sherman  arrived  iu  Louisville,  from 
below,  on  the  night  of  the  Kith.  We  pre- 
sume he  is  en  route  for  Nashville,  to  report 
to  Lt.  Gen  Grant. 

On  the  1 1th  March,  a  band  of  marauders 
attacked  three  Government  transports  on 
the  Upper  Cumberland,  twenty  miles  below 
Burksville,  Ky.  Their  balls  nearly  riddled 
the  boats;  but  no  one  on  them  was  injured, 
and  the  boats  run  the  gauntlet  safely.  Some 
convalescent  soldiers  on  board  returned  the 
fire,  and  killed  one  of  the  villains,  and  the 
horse  of  another. 

A  telegram  from  Vicksburgh  slates  that 
there  was  quite  a  batile  at  Yazoo  city  on  the 
5th,  between  negro  troops  stationed  there 
and  a  large  force  of  rebels,  who  made  an 
attack  on  the  place.  Tbe  rebels  gained 
possession  ot  part  of  the  city,  but  our  gun- 
boats coming  up,  opened  on  them,  encour- 
aging the  negroes  who  charged  and  drove 
them  back  Our  loss  slight,  rebel  loss  un- 
known 


Sololkbs  ArTBB  TBE  War. — Macaulay,  in 
the  portion  of  his  history  relating  to  the 
state  of  English  society,  at  the  close  of  the 
great  revolution,  touches  upon  a  subject  curi- 
ously parallel  to  our  own  times.  Speaking 
of  the  fears  that  were  then  entertained  as  to 
the  result  of  disbanding  Cromwell  s  array, 
and  throwing  its  unruly  elements  back  into 
society,  he  says 

The  troops  were  now  lo  be  disbanded 
Fifty  thousand  men,  accustomed  to  the  pro- 
fession of  arms,  were  at  once  thrown  on  the 
orld,  and  experience  seemed  to  warrant  the 
belief  that  this  change  wonld  produce  much 
misery  and  crime;  that  the  discharged  vet- 
erans would  be  seen  begging  in  every  street, 
or  would  be  driven  by  hunger  to  pillage. 
But  no  such  result  followed.  In  a  few  months 
there  remained  not  a  trace  indicating  that 
the  most  formidable  army  in  the  world  had 
just  been  absorbed  into  the  mass  of  the  com- 
munity. The  loyalists  themselves  confess- 
ed that  in  every  department  of  industry  the 
discarded  warriors  prospered  beyond  other 
men;  that  none  was  charged  with  any  theft 
or  robbery;  that  none  was  heard  to  ask  an 
alms,  and  that  if  a  baker,  a  mason,  or  a 
wagoner  attracted  notice  by  his  intelligence 
and  sobriety,  he  was,  in  nil  probability,  one 
of  Oliver's  old  soldiers. 

Uome-Bkewbd  Ale. — G.  Burton,  in  the 
Rural  New  Yorker,  gives  his  method  of 
making  home  brewed  ale.  as  follows 

The  art  of  brewing  is  very  easily  to  be  un- 
derstood, (or  it  is  exactly  similar  to  the  pro 
cess  of  making  tea.  Put  a  handful  of  malt 
into  a  tea-pot;  then  fill  it  with  water — tbe 
first  time  rather  under  boiling  heat.  After 
it  has  stood  some  time,  pour  off  the  liquor 
just  as  you  would  lea.  and  fill  up  the  pot 
again  with  boiling  water.  In  a  similar  man- 
ner your  pourthat  off,  and  so  on  go  filling  up 
and  pouring  offtill  the  malt  in  the  pot  is  tast- 
less,  which  will  be  the  case  when  all  its  vir- 
tue is  extracted.  The  liquor  or  malt  tea 
must  then  be  boiled  with  a  few  hops  in  it, 
and  when  it  becomes  cool  enough — that  is 
about  blood  heat — add  a  little  yeast  to  fer- 
ment it,  and  the  thing  is  done.  This  is  the 
whole  art  and  process  of  brewing,  and  to 
brew  a  large  quantity  requires  ihc  same 
mode  ot  proceeding  as  it  would  to  make  a 
tea  breakfast  for  a  regiment  of  soldiers.  A 
peck  of  malt  and  four  ounces  of  hops  will 
produce  ten  quarts  ot  ale,  and  of  a  better 
quality  than  can  usually  be  purchased.

Miss  Cecilia  De  Jeune,  a  resident  of  Fort 
Smith,  having  admitted  to  the  General  com- 
manding that  she  is  disloyal  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States;  that  she  gave  ut- 
terance to  exclamations  of  joy  when  she 
beard  that  Major  General  Blunt  and  all  his 
staff  were  killed  ;  that  she  has  expressed 
Sentiments  of  disloyalty  to  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  nt  various  times,  since 
the  occupation  of  Fort  .Smith  by  the  Federal 
forces,  that  she  has  not  lived  at  her  lather's 
house  fat  two  years,  he  being  a  Union  man: 
And,  it  not  being  advisable  that  she  should 
be  sent  through  our  lines  at  present  nor  re- 
side longer  at  Fort  Smith,  or  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Arkansas  river,  but  it  being 
advisable  that  she  should  reside  on  tbe 
north  side  of  Arkansas;  and  it  being  desira- 
ble, also,  that  the  war  should  not  cause  the 
separation  of  members  of  the  same  family 
more  than  is  really  necessary. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  That  the  said  Cecilia 
De  Jeune  leaves  Fort  Smith  to-morrow,  at 
12,  M.,  under  charge]of  the  Provost  Marshal, 
and  taken  to  Van  Buren,  and  remain  there 
until  further  orders;  that  she  be  restricted 
to  the  limits  of  her  father's  residence,  and  to 
intercourse  with  her  lather's  family  only,  all 
other  persons  being  forbidden  to  communi- 
cate with  her. 

Any  manifestations  of  disrespect  to  the 
Government  and  military  authorities  of  the 
United  Slates,  will  be  promptly  and  oroper- 
ly  attended  to.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Treaty  between  the  United 
Slates  of  America  and  her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, for  the  final  settlement  of  ihe  claims 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  and  Puget's  Sound 
Agricultural  Companies,  was  concluded  and 
signed  at  Washington,  by  their  respectivo 
Plenipotentiaries,  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
1863,  which  Treaty  is,  word  for  word,  as 
follows  : 

The  United  States  of  America  and  ber  Majesty 
the  Queen  oT  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Ireland,  being  desirous  to  provide  for 
tho  final  settlement  of  the  claims  «f  the  Hudson's 
Bay  and  Puget's  Sound  Agricultural  Companies 
specified  in  articles  III.  and  IV.  of  the  treaty 
concluded  btween  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Orcat  Britain,  on  the  16th  of  Juno,  1S4C, 
have  resolved  to  cdncludo  a  treaty  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  have  named  as  their  plenipotentiaries, 
that  is  to  say  :  the  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of 
State  :  and  her  Majesty  the  Queen  ol  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Ureal  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Right 
Honorable  Richard  Bickerton  Pemell,  Lord  Ly- 
ons, S  peer  of  her  United  Kingdom,  a  knight 
grand  cross  of  her  most  honorable  order  of  the 
Bath  .  and  her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary  to  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica: who,  after  having  communicated  to  e.'ich 
other  their  respective  full  powers,  tound  in  good 
and  due  form,  have  agroed  upon  and  concluded 
the  following  articles  : 

articlk  i. 

Whereas,  by  the  3d  and4th  articles  of  tho  trea- 
ty concluded  at  Washington  on  tho  15th  day  ef 
June,  1S40,  between  tho  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica and  her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  it  was 
stipulated  and  agreed  that  in  tho  future  appro- 
priation of  the  territory  south  of  the  49th  paral- 
lel of  north  latitude,  as  provided  in  the  first  arti- 
ole  of  the  said  treaty,  the  possessory  rights  of 
tho  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  of  all  British 
subjocts  who  may  be  already  in  the.  occupation  of 
land  or  other  property  lawfully  acquired  within 
the  said  territory,  should  be  rcspocted,  and  that 
the  farms,  lands,  and  other  property  of  every  de- 
scription, belonging  to  th«-  Puget's  Sound  Agri- 
cultural Company,  on  the  north  side  of  tbe  Col- 
umbia river,  should  he  confirmed  to  the  said  com- 
pany ;  but  that  in  case  tbe  situation  of  those 
farms  and  lands  should  be  considered  by  the 
United  Slates  to  be  of  public  and  political  -im- 
portance, and'  the  United  States  (iovernment 
should  signify  a  desire  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
whole  or  of  any  part  thereof,  the  property  so  re- 
quired should  bo  transferred  to  the  said  Govern- 
ment at  a  proper  valuation,  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  tbe  parties : 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  all  questions 
between  the  United  States  authorities  on  tbe  one 
hand,  and  the  Hudson's  Bay  and  Puget's  Sound 
Agricultural  Companies  on  the  otbor,  with  res- 
pect to  tho  possessory  lights  and  claims  of  those 
companies,  and  of  any  other  British  subjects  in 
Oregon  and  Washington  Territory,  should  bo  set- 
tled by  the  transfer  of  those  rights  and  claims  to 
the  Government  of  tho  United  States  for  an  ade- 
quate money  consideration  : 

It  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  Unitod  States  of 
America  and  ber  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  within 
twelve  months  after  tbe  exchange  of  tbe  ratifi- 
cations of  tae  present  treaty  appoint  each  a  com- 
missioner for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  decid- 
ing upon  all  claims  arising  out  of  the  provisions 
of  the  above  quoted  articles  of  tbe  treaty  of  June 
15,  1846. 


Kebel  estimate  ol  Ihe  itnid. 

The  Richmond  Examiner  alludes  as  follows 
to  the  cost  to  the  rebels  ot  Gen  Kilpatrick's 
raid  : 

"Throw  out  of  the  account  the  valuable 
lives  of  our  citizen  soldiers  lost  by  tbe  late 
raid,  ihrow  out,  loo.  the  negroes,  horses, 
mules,  and  cattle  stolen,  the  mills  and  iron 
works  burnt,  the  bridges  destroyed,  the  rail 
roads  torn  up,  the  alarm  ol  the  women  and 
children  in  the  country  anil  city — cast  all 
these  aside  and  look  at  the  mailer  from  an- 
other point  of  view 

"For  three  or  lour  days  all  the  Depart- 
ments and  all  the  workshops  have  been 
closed.  We  may  be  sure  that  the  clerks 
and  employees,  fagged  out  by  marches,  ex- 
posure, and  privation,  will  be  in  no  condi- 
tion lo  work  today.  The  Day  of  Rest  comes 
in  good  time  to  them  On  Monday  next, 
then,  the  public  business  will  be  resumed — 
unless,  indeed,  some  mischievous  scout 
takc9  it  into  his  head  to  give  the  people  of 
Richmond  another  shaking  up  Nearly  a 
week  will  thus  have  been  lost  at  a  Lime  when 
every  moment  is  of  priceless  value.  Thirty 
days  grace  in  which  to  fund  six  hundred  mil- 
lions ot  dollars,  and  the  Treasury  closed 
during  seven  of  those  days  ! 

''If  we  turn  from  the  Treasury  lo  the 
great  workshops,  where  the  munitions  of 
war  are  made,  the  case  is  as  bad  or  worse, 
for  the  lime  lost  cannot  be  made  up  in  either 
of  these  places.  But  count  the  cos:.  Each 
clerk  and  each  artizan  is  paid  five,  ten,  lit- 
teen  or  twenty  dollars  a  day.  His  pay  goes 
on  while  the  Government  is  furnishing  him 
rations  in  the  field,  and  losing  unskilled 
labor — the  only  thing  which  saves  him  trOOl 
regular  military  service.  Taken  suddenly 
from  a  warm  room  and  exposed  to  rain  and 
sleet,  loss  of  sleep,  scant  and  badly  cooked 
food,  it  is  but  fair  to  infer  that  the  larger 
number  ol  these  clerks  and  handdicralts- 
men  will  be  made  more  or  less  sick,  and  ren- 
dered incapable  of  official  labor  for  weeks 
to  come.  The  chances  arc  that  some  of 
them  will  die.  Aud  skilled  labor  is  scarce 
enough  in  this  Confederacy,  while  all,  or 
nearly  all  the  Departments  are  behindhand 
in  their  work.'  The  pay  of  a  cavalryman 
is  thirteen  dollars  a  month.  His  horse  costs 
more  than  that.  But  we  are  short  of  men 
and  horses.  True,  yet  not  so  short  that  we 
cannot  afford,  lor  the  protection  of  our  capi- 
tal at  least,  one  full  brigade  of  the  best  cav- 
alrv  in  the  service  If  we  are  too  weak  for 
this  we  are  too  weak  to  live,  and  ought  to  go 
under.  We  are  not  too  weak,  however.  The 
men  and  the  horses  can  be  had  by  proper 
management  and  a  little  bead  work.'

Tho  commissioner  shall  then  proceed  to  name 
an  arbitrator  or  umpire  to  decide  upon  any  case 
or  cases  on  which  they  may  differ  in  opinion;  and 
if  they  cannot  agree  in  tho  selection,  the  said 
arbitrator  or  umpire  shall  bo  appointed  by  the 
King  of  Italy,  whom  the  two  high  contracting 
parties  shall  invite  to  make  such  appointment, 
and  who?o  selection  shall  be  conclusive  on  both 
parties.  Tbe  person  so  to  be  chosen  shall,  before 
proceeding  to  act,  make  and  subscribe  a  solemn 
declaration,  in  a  form  similar  to  that  which  shall 
already  have  been  mado  and  subscribed  by  the 
commissioners,  which  declaration  shall  ulso  be 
entered  on  the  record  of  the  proceedings.  In  the 
event  of  tbu  death,  absence,  or  incapacity  of  such 
person,  or  of  hia  omitting  or  declining  or  ceasing 
to  act  as  such  arbitrator  or  umpiro,  another  per- 
son shall  be  named,  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  to 
act  in  his  place  or  stoad,  and  shall  make  and  huI< 
scribe  such  declaration  as  aforesaid. 

The  United  States  of  America  and  ber  Britan- 
nic Majesty  engage  to  considor  the  decision  ot 
the  two  commissioner*  conjointly,  or  of  the  arbi- 
trator or  umpire,  U  the  case  may  be,  as  final  and 
conclusive  on  tho  matters  to  be  referred  to  their 
decision,  and  forthwith  to  give  full  effete  to  the 
same. 

articlk  in. 

The  commissioners  and  the  arbitrator  or  umpire 
shall  keep  accurate  records  and  correct  minutes 
or  notes  of  all  their  proceedings,  with  the  dates 
thereof,  and  shall  appoint  and  employ  such  clerk 
or  clerks  or  otbor  persons  as  they  shall  find  ne- 
cessary to  MtUt  them  in  tho  transaction  of  the 
business  which  may  come  before  them. 

The  salaries  of  the  commissioners  and  of  the 
clerk  or  clerks-  shall  be  paid  by  their  respectivo 
Governments.  The  salary  of  the  arbitrator  or 
umpiro  and  the  contingent  expenses  bhall  he 
defrayed  in  equal  moieties  by  the  two  Govern- 
ments. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

All  sums  of  money  which  may  te  awarded  by 
the  commissioners  or  by  the  arbitrator  or  umpire 
on  account  of  any  claim,  shall  be  paid  by  the  one 
Government  to  the  other  in  two  equal  annual 
instalments,  whoreof  the  first  shall  bo  paid  with- 
in twclvo  months  aft**r  the  date  of  the  award, 
and  tho  second  within  twenty-four  months  after 
the  date  of  the  award,  without  interest,  and 
without  nny  deluction  whatever. 

ARTICr.K  \. 

The  present  treaty  shall  bo  ratified,  and  the 
mutual  exchange  of  ratifications  shali  take  place 
in  Washington  in  twelve  months  from  the  date 
hereof,  or  earlier,  if  possible.

Richmond,  Jan.  26,  18641 
Hon.  J.  B.  Hancock  ■ 

Dear  Sir:  I  wish  I  had  to  day  a  glas*  of 
your  excelleut  wine,  as  I  feel  somewhat  lan- 
guid and  fatigued  afier  my  multiplied  and 
incessant  duties  here  I  hope  some  day  to 
drink  the  health  of  our  young  nation  and 
talk  over  our  "hair  breadth  escapes'  and 
great  tribulations.  The  present  hour  looks 
gloomy  to  be  sure  ;  but,  like  yourself,  I  be 
lieve  in  ultimate  success  To  give  us  this 
success,  we  want  to  strike  an  effective  blow 
early  in  the  spring.  This  will  set  us  on  our 
legs  again  Doubtless  the  Federals  will 
open  the  campaign  by  moving  a  heavy  col- 
umn upon  Atlanta,  Ga..  and  at  the  same 
time  a  heavy  one  from  Knoxvillc,  in  the  di 
rection  of  Southwestern  Virginia  and  North 
ern  North  Carolina. 

This  latter,  if  not  repelled,  will  force  upon 
Gen.  Lee  the  necessity  of  falling  back  from 
his  present  positio.i,  it  mny  be  from  Rich- 
mond, and  almost  entirely  from  Virginia,  to 
prevent  himself  from  being  flanked  and  his 
army  from  being  entirely  disbanded  or  de- 
stroyed. You  can  see  at  once,  if  this  move- 
ment be  allowed  to  succeed,  that  these  con- 
sequences must  follow.  Thia  portion  of  Vir 
ginia  is  now  pretty  well  eaten  out,  and  if 
Lee's  army  were  cut  off  Irom  the  South  it 
could  not  be  provisioned  lor  three  months. 
Pressed  in  front,  and  harrassed  in  rear,  with 
provisions  exhausted,  disbandment  and  de- 
struction must  follow. 

Then  it  becomes  a  mailer  ol  the  first  mo- 
ment to  guard  the  rear  of  the  army  of  the 
Potomac. 

Should  the-  movement  upon  Ailana  suc- 
ceed, then  Georgia  will  be  laid  waste,  and 
our  chief  source  (at  present)  of  provisions, 
will  be  cut  off.  No  man  can  look  forward  to 
Spring  without  great  apprehensions  Doubt- 
less our  severest  trials  will  then  be  upon  us. 
If  we  sustain  ourselves,  or  more,  if  we  gain 
any  signal  advantage  over  the  enemy  soon 
after  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  me  may 
give  the  opposition  elements  of  the  North  a 
chance  to  combine  and  beat  Lincoln  for 
President.  This  I  should  hail  as  a  good 
omen,  and  begin  to  think  ol  peace  at  no  very 
distant  day.  1  see  no  chance  for  peace  until 
the  Republican  parly  is  beaten  and  over 
come.  In  the  meantime  things  are  assum 
ing  a  more  unfavorable  aspect  in  North  Car- 
olina. Her  course  is  deeply  humiliating  {• 
every  patriotic  hear!.  Congress  is  laboring 
diligently  to  strengthen  our  army  and  im- 
prove our  currency.  I  hope  we  shall  succeed 
materially  in  accomplishing  boih  of  these 
ends  'The  remedy  is  a  severe  one,  but  the 
disease  is  desperate,  and  no  silly  nostrum 
will  answer.  The  cause  is  the  people's,  and 
they  must  sustain  it  at  all  hazards,  and  Un- 
representative who  falters  in  Ibis  hour  of 
trial  is  not  worthy  of  confidence.  I  would 
tell  you  what  measures  we  are  likely  to 
adopt  but  that  would  be  contraband,  our 
proceedings  are  in  secret  session.

His  health,  never  robust,  was  observed  to 
decline  very  rapidly  last  year.  Early  in  spring, 
he  had  a  severe  hemorrhage  of  tbe  lungs.  In 
September,  ho  went  to  conduct  a  school  in  Padu- 
cah  for  the  Kev.  Mr.  Powers.  But  consumption 
had  marked  him  for  her  own.  He  lingered  on 
at  his  dutioi,  striving  where  strife  was  vain,  un- 
til about  a  month  ago.  As  be  grew  worse,  and 
his  caso  was  hopeless,  tho  Rev.  Mr.  Powers,  at 
the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Sterne,  got  him  aboard  a 
steamer  for  Louisville.  The  rest  is  soon  told. — 
His  corpse  reached  Portland  on  Sunday  night, 
and  was,  next  morning,  interred  in  the  Catholio 
graveyard. 

Tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Powers,  who  had  charge  of  the 
dying  man,  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  ex- 
treme kindness  of  the  captain  an  .  officers  of  the 
boat  on  the  occasion. 

The  departed  was  a  man  of  no  common  parts, 
and  waa  known  as  tho  author  of  somo  exquisite 
poetic  effusions,  many  of  them  published  in  Lou- 
ville.  Distant  in  his  manner,  inwrapt  and  mel- 
ancholy, and  dreamingly,  "of  moody  texture 
from  his  earliest  years,"  he  was  but  ill-qualified 
to  shoulder  bis  way  through  this  rough  world. 
Such  he  seemed  to  us.  But  we  know  not  what 
chango  a  life  of  exile,  struggle,  toil,  and  dis- 
appointment may  havo  wrought  in  his  charac- 
ter. Amid  tho  many  trials  and  changes  of  hia 
hrief  but  checked  career,  bo  was  ever  true  to 
faith  and  virtue.  He  1ms  gono  to  roup  tho  re- 
wards of  that  life,  and  many  a  tearwill  bo  shed 
for  hint  far  from  his  nameless  grave.  May  be 
rust  in  peace,  •
